T h irty P ro m in en t D aw son C ity M en 
L ikely to G et Long Term s. 
Seattle, Wash., Jan. 6.—A number (rf 
Yukon river steamers will be lost when 
the ice breaks up in the spring. Some 
were caught in very unprotected places. 
No less than a dozen vessels are stuck 
on bars in the various streams leading 
into the goldfields, with ice piling up all 
around the ships, making it almost im­ 
possible for them to escape destruction 
in the spring. 
Thirty prominent citizens of Dawson 
have been indicted for perjury on ac­ 
count of a recent stampede to Kentucky 
creek. Some of them are likely to serve 
long terms in prison for false swearing. 
Kentucky creek is a brunch of Twelve 
Milo, and was the scene of several stam­ 
pedes in November. 
The prospects 
found on Bedrock did not warrant such 
a flutter, but the proximity of the creek 
to Dawson is possibly the most feasible 
explanation of the great interest mani­ 
fested. Soon the story spread that the 
gold commissioner was about to dose 
the creek to further staking. This in­ 
tensified the excitement, ana the desire 
to secure claims grew to a mania. Men 
became reckless and swore to anything. 
As a result complaints have been filed 
in which Crown Prosecutor Sheridan 
accused some 80 persons of false swear­ 
ing.

Filipino* A ppeal to the A m erican 
P eople to Avoid B loodshed. 
Hong-Kong, Jan. 6.—Leading repre­ 
sentatives of the Filipino junta in Hong- 
Kong, in the course of an interview, 
yesterday declared that the serious crisis 
in the Philippines is due to what they 
designate as “Overt, unfair treatment 
of the Filipinos by the United States.” 
They raid that despite the known fact 
that the whole of the Vlsayas group was 
in possession of the Filipinos’ forces, 
General Otis was ordered to take pos­ 
session of tho entire archipelago and 
dispatched troops and warships to the 
southern Visayas. 
The Filipinos, ac­ 
cording to the junta represenatives, are 
determined to prevent the landing of 
the Americans at Iloilo and may, as a 
last resort, destroy the city for strate­ 
gical purposes. 
The junta insist that a rupture of the 
friendly relations now existing between 
“the Filipino national government” and 
the American executive is imminent, 
and that hostilities are probable unless 
what they characterize as the “unrea­ 
sonable, unfair and overbearing policy 
of the Americans” is modified. They 
say the - Alpines “would regret such a 
rupture, but would accept it as inevit­ 
able.” 
In concluding the interview the spokes­ 
man of the junta representatives said: 
“The Filipinos appeal to the American 
people to uphold the rights of mankind 
and to avoid bloodshed, assuring the 
Americans ai our desire to complete a 
friendly settlement through an impar­ 
tial commistion at inquiry. 
“The Filipinos loyally supported the 
Americans against the oommon enemy, 
and they now look to the American na­ 
tion to fulfill the promises made to 
Aguinaldo at Singapore, before he pro­ 
ceeded to assist Admiral Dewey. 
All 
the Filipinos ask is the truest and best 
rights of mankind.”

Washington, Jon. 6.—Colonel Henry 
B. Osgood, commissary of subsistance, 
who served with General Milos at Tampa 
and at Camp Thomas and Santiago, was 
before the war investigating commission 
yesterday. General Beaver asked many 
questions as to the quality of tho rations 
issued during the recent war. 
In brief, Colonel Osgood said that the 
rations throughout the war were as 
good, if not better, than those usually 
issued to the regular army.

Illinois infantry, of 00 men, under lieu ­ 
tenant Head en burger, was notified yes­ 
terday to report immediately at Spring­ 
field. Thoy left last night, after having 
done 00-days’ riot duty here on account 
of the miners’ strike. Company L of 
Peoria has been ordered here to relieve 
Company C. This numbers 75 men and, 
it is understood, will remain all winter.

There are over 150 cases of sickness, 
principally pneumonia, among the im­ 
ported negroes. Each union miner now 
receives $5 a week strike benefits.

M rs. Bloom field M oore, B etter K now n 
a* Mr*. C lara M orton, Dead. 
London, Jan. 0.—Mrs, 
Bloomfield 
Moore of Philadelphia, who was largely 
interested in the Keely Motor company, 
died at her house on Groat Stanhope 
street here late yesterday. 


Mrs. Moore, who was 75 years of age, 
had been ill for several months, suffering 
from heart disease. She had lived for the 
past 12 years In a handsome house in the 
most fashionable quarter of London, and 
Is understood to have loft a large fortune. 
Mrs. Clara Jessup Moore was an ener­ 
getic woman throughout her life and was 
an active figure in Philadelphia society 
for many years. She wrote almost con­ 
stantly for the public press and maga­ 
zines under the name of “Mrs. Clara Mor­ 
ton'' on social ethics and questions of the 
day which most affect women and con­ 
stantly fought what she considered the 
battle of women. 


Expreaace an O pinion a* to th e In te n ­ 
tion of th e U nited State*. 
Manila, Jan. 6.—Major General Otis, 
military commander of 
the United 
States forces in the Philippine islands, 
has issued a proclamation to the Fili­ 
pinos based upon instructions received 
by cable from President McKinley. 
Hie proclamation, which consists of 
700 words only, appeared in all the pa­ 
pers simultaneously. 
General Otis, after reciting briefly 
President McKinley’s instructions, ex 
presses the opinion that it is the intern 
Hon of the American government, while 
directing affairs generally, to appoint 
representative men forming the control­ 
ing element to civil positions.

expresses himself as convinced that

establishment 
in the islands of a most liberal gov­ 
ernment, In which the people will be 
as fully represented as the maintenance 
of law and order will permit, suscepti­ 
ble of development (on lines of increased 
representation and the bestowal of in­ 
creased powers) into a government as 
free and independent as is enjoyed by 
the most favored provinces in the world. 
To this end he invites the full confidence 
and oo-operation of the Filipinos. 
Nothing is said in the proclamation 
regarding the disarmament of the rebels. 
General Otis asserts his belief that the 
United States government intends, so 
far as is consistent, to draw upon the 
Filipinos military force in meeting the 
civil appointments. 
Although the government at Malolos 
has been reconstituted, Aguinaldo is 
still president of the Filipino republic. 


Spanish Fictions. 
Madrid, Jan. 6.—The newspapers here 
continue to charge the Americans in the 
Philippine islands with all kinds of 
atrocities. 
As a sample of the current 
fictions, the papers accuse the Ameri­ 
cans of delivering up a Spanish naval 
lieutenant, who is alleged to have sur­ 
rendered to the United States forces, to 
the insurgents, who are said to have 
subjected him to all kinds of tortures. 
It is also alleged the t 104 monks were 
imprisoned ot O gtyau aud that many 
of them died of hunger and suffering; 
that Spanish property has been given 
over to looters, that the owners have 
been plundered aud often assassinated, 
and that at Suquat a convent was pil­ 
laged and tho nuns brutally outraged.

They entered and found the player a 
young girl, poor aud blind. Beethoven 
sat down at the old harpsichord anil 
played as he had nover played before. 
His listeners were spellbound. “ Tell 
us,” they begged, “ who are you?” For 
answer he played the opening bars in 
the “ Sonata Iu F. ” “ It is Beethoven I” 
they exclaimed in awe and admiration. 
Suddenly tho candle flickered and 
went out. 
Beethoven censed playing 
aud bowed his head upon his band. ilia 
friend threw open the shutters. A flood 
of beautiful moonlight entered the 
room. Its transfiguring light touched 
up the poor old instrument and rested 
upon the noble figure bowed before it. 
The profound silence was broken at last 
by the musician, who said: “ Liston! I 
will improvise a sonata to the moon­ 
light.” Then was created this wonder­ 
ful sonata, beginning in a sad, tender 
movement, the embodiment in sound of 
the gentle moonlight transfiguring and 
glorifying tho dark earth. 
Suddenly the music ceased, aud with 
a brief farewell 
Beethoven hurried 
homo to put upon paper this famous 
composition.—Philadelphia
